Of this sum, reil- 
road aid debts reach $26,919,662; public build- 
ing debts, $10,416,864; bonds issued for roads, 
boulevards, streets, avenues, and bridges, 
$36,658,144; water-works and fire apparatus, 
$29,385,383; parks, local improvements, and 
ordinary muncipal debts, $34,052,655. The 
total debt is equal to 1044 per cent 
of the assessed valustion of the property of 
the State. The debt of tho City of Poughkeep- 
sie is 31 per cent of its assessed valuation, and 
that of Oswego U per cent, Utica and Bing- 
hamton are each bonded to the extent of 16 per 
cent; Brooklyn, 15 per cent, and New York City, 
10 per cent. The Committee recommend that 
hereafter local debta beyond 10 per cent of the 
gesessed valuation (including present debts) be 
prohibited.

In connection with the bill reported by the 
Wilson Committee, providing fer a suit against 
the Credit Mobilier organization by the Govern- 
ment, we have a report of a suit just decided by 
Vice-Chancellor Malins, in England. The facts 
in that case, were that Harvey Lewis, a member 
of Parliament, Sir Joseph MoKemna, and Mr. 
Frazier Henshaw were at one time Directors of 
the National Bank of Liverpool. As such Di- 
rectors they used the money and credit of the 
bank in discounting the notes of a certain In- 
ternational Contract Company,” in which they 
were interested. In fact they, as bank Directors, 
dealt with themselves as Directors of the Con- 
tract Company. The bank lost by these dealings 
$1,150,000, and was liable for more. This suit 
was brought by the officers of the bank against 
these Directors to recover from them individu- 
ally the amount lost through their mismanage- 
ment, and the case has been before the English 
Courts since 1866. The Vice-Chancellor has now 
decided that the Directors are responsible to the 
bank for all the losses sustained by it in the 
transaction. 

Oakes Ames and his associates, as Directors of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, contracted 
with themselves as Directors of the Credit Mo- 
bilier, by which the former lost many millions of 
dollars. Under the principle of this English de- 
cision, the Directors and Trustees of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, who treacherously 
sold or gave away the property of that Com- 
pany to another corporation of which they were 
also managers, are responsible, personally, for 
all the loss sustained. 


— 
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REFORM IN POLITICS. 

The investigation of the Credit Molilier cor- 
ruption, although it has eventuated in a lame 
and impotent result, has subserved a very im- 
portant purpose in emphasizing the demand 
which was made by @ considerable portion of the 
American people, a yoar ago, for the formation 
of a political party which should be competent 
to grapple with the current questions of the 
time, and check the rapidly-tuereasing abuses 
whieh were creeping into the administration of 
the Government. One of the strongest reasons 
urged for the breaking up of old party 
lines was the prevalence of corruption 
in official places, and the gene al de- 
moralization of the dominant party, 
both of which facts grew directly out of 
the war. The charge, however, was denied, and 
the specific instances which were alleged were 
at once consigned to the convenient category of 
Greeley lies and campaign slanders. Neverthe- 
less, the seed which was planted at Cincinnati 
began to germinate, The election took place, 
and the Administration party was successful, 
President Grant carried most of the States, but 
was not elected by a majority of the American 
people, Thousands of voters staid away from 
the polls, showing that the people were begin- 
ning to think for themselves, and that party 
discipline was beginning to relax. Then came 
the meeting of Congress. The demand of the 
people and the press that these or- 
ruptions should be investigated could not 
be ignored. Committees of  investiga- 
gation were appointed and were fairly consti- 
tuted. The investigstions haye been thor- 
oughly conducted, and have occupied the entire 
session of Congress, and their result has shown, 
confessedly, the existence of corruptions more 
widespread and extensive, and more profoundly 
bumiliating to the National character, than was 
charged in the indictment framed at Cincinnati. 
It was proved inoontrovertibly that higb public 
officials had been guilty of s gigantic fraud upon 
the United States Treasury in the construction 
of a great public work, and that, after enrich. 
ing themselves, they had left the Government 
without any seourity for its immense grants | 
of money and lands; and that members of 
Congress had received gifts of stock intended to 
influence, and which probably did influence, legis- 
lation ; that Senators were holding seats to 
which they had been elected by unblushing 
frauds and briberies. It was furthermore shown

ment in power in Louisiana after declaring 
that it had obtained power by usurpation and 
fraud, and after severely condemning it. Such 
mortifying and humiliating results as these show 
that the Republican party is either so hopelessly 
involved in misdemeanors that it cannot rebuke 
them without criminating itself, or that it is in- 
competent to punish corruption, and has lost the 
youthful integrity and vigor it once had in deal- 
ing with National abuses. Mr. Carpenter, in his 
Louisiana speech, incidentally told a truth which 
he would not have done had he made his speech 
a day or two later, after the will of the Executive 
had been made known. The time has come when 
the Republican party has got to be honest, whether 
it wants to or not,” said Mr. Carpenter, in reply to 
Mr. Morton. When a party has arrived at that 
point that it can only be honest upon compul- 
sion, then it is time for it to wind up its affairs 
and give place to some other party. 

In searching about for a party competent to 
manage the Government, the Democratic party 
does not offer more attractive inducements than 
the Republican, although some of its leaders 
are just now rolling their eyes and holding up 
their hands in horror at Republican depravity, 
and some of its organs are undertaking to read 
lessons of honesty and propriety to the people. 
Upon this state of facts the Milwaukee 
Sentinel makes the observation that the Demo- 
cratic party, having plunged the nation into a 
gigantic war, and having accumulated upon us a 
debt of over two thousand millions, is in no 
position to ask the people to set itself up asa 
reformer of abuses. This is true. If it had no 
other record to make it odious in the eyes of the 
people, the millstone of slavery and the re- 
bellion, which are hanging about its neck, would 
forever make it too heavy a load. It cannot 
convince the people that it is the champion of 
justice or morality as long as the injustice and 
immorality of slavery are remembered. It can- 
not find listeners to its claims of patriotism as 
long as its efforts to hinder the Government in 
putting down an armed rebellion are remem- 
bered. It cannot easily inveigh against corrup- 
tion while Tammany is remembered. | 

Neither the Republican nor the Democratic 
party being able to administer the Government 
in accordance with the ideas upon which it was 
originally based, the one having proved itself 
incompetent and the other having long ago 
been disqualified by the people, it follows 
that a new party must undertake that task. 
A beginning toward the formation of that party 
bas already been made, and it is suspicious that 
none of its leaders have been found guilty of 
being concerned in any of the frauds and cor- 
ruptions which have been recently exposed.

Congress has, mainly through the efforts of 
Mr. Mortoa, undoubtedly representing the Presi- 
dent, refused to take any action respecting the 
alarming condition of things in Louisiana.

tenant-Governor, anda large majority of the 
Liberal candidates for both Houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly; that the returning officers of 
the various counties had sent their returns to 
the Secretary of State, who pursuant to law 
would lay them before the General Assembly ; 
that this General Assembly, as returned elected, 
would soon meet, and would, f permitted to do 
so, declare the said Oglesby and Beveridge 
elected, and would then continue to act as 
the General Assembly of Illinois, and 
such Assembly would elect Oglesby to the United 
States Senate. Upon this recitation of facts 
Judge Treat issued an order prohibiting the 
Secretary of State, Gevernor, or other State 
officer receiving any returns of the election, or 
from laying them before any body calling itself 
the General Assembly of Illinois, to be canvass- 
ed; that the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
or a majority of them, consisting of Gusta 

Koerner, David B. Hammond, and R. P. Morgan, 
Jr., should, upon such information as they could 
obtain, and to the best of their ability, make and 
publish a statement of what the vote of the State 
actually was, including in thet count 
all the votes of all those who had 
not voted; that the persons declared 
by Koerner, Hammond, and Morgan to have 
been elected Governor and Lieutenant-Goveru- 
or should alone be recognized; that ssid Board 
of Railroad Commissioners should in like man- 
ner make out a list of all persons whom they 
should decide to have been elected to the Legisla- 


ture; that they should furnish a list of the same | 


to the United States Marshal; that all other per- 
sons not on this list, claiming to be members of 
the General Assembly, should be prohibited 
from assembling. Under this order, the Railroad 
Commissioners proceeded to canvass the vote. 
They applied to Governor Palmer and the Secre- 
tary of State for the official returns, which were 
refused; they then made out g; statement as near 
to what they thought the returns ought to have 
been as practicable, and declared Koerner elected 
They made out also 8 list of the 
new Legislature, giving the Liberals 
100 Representatives, and the Republicans 53 
and the Liberals 85 Senators, and the Republi- 
cans 16, This list they gave to the Marshal, end 
Judge Treat gave the latter an order upon Gen.

The Koerner Legislature being thus recog- 
nized, a further application was made to Judge 
Treat, who ordered the Marshal to employ the 
Federal troops, seize the State-House and ar- 
mory, and expel Palmer and the State officers; 
which order was obeyed and executed by the 
troops. At this time, Gov. Palmer applied 
to one of the State Courts for restraining pro- 
cess, when the Legislature abolished the Court, 
and then created a new one, to which Gov. 
Hammond appointed one of the defeated Lib- 
eral candidates Judge. This Judge declared that 
the Railroad Commissioners were the only per- 
sons in Illinois legally authorized to canvass the 
election returns; that the Legislature appointed 
by them was the legal Legislature of the State, 
and that all ite proceedings from first to last 
were right and proper. This decision was tele— 
graphed to Washington, and the President sent 
a special message to Congress informmg them 
that in the first instance he had only sustained 
Judge Treat’s decision, which was now formally 
sustained by that of the State courte; and that, 
unless Congress should otherwise provide by 
law, he should have Gen. Sheridan and the 
troops uphold the Koerner-Hammond Govern- 
ment. In the meantime, the Legislature having 
declared Koerner to be Governor, he was sworn 
in, the Federal troops surrounding and protect- 
ing him; and the same Legislature at once 
elected Hammond United States Senator. Gov. 
Oglesby also took the oath of office ; but he is 
threatened with arrest by the United States 
Marshal if he attempts to exercise any official 
authority. | 

When this matter came up in the Senate, Mr. 
Morton fully admitted that the orders of the 
Federal Judge were all mockeries of justice and 
disgraceful usurpations, but contended that the 
Hammond-Koerner Government having been 
sustained by the State Court, there was 
nothing to be done but to let it govern Illinois 
for four years, and, if the people clamored and 
revolted, Gen. Sheridan was there to shoot 
them down and reduce them to obedience. It is 
true that Senators Logan, Carpenter, Hill, Al- 
corn, Edmunds, and others protested in behalf 


of the people of Illinois; but the Senate refused 


to disturb the existing status, and the President 
is to uphold the Koerner Gevernment by the 
force of bayonets. 

Now, if our readers will merely change the 
names of Illinois to Louisiana, of Treat to 
Durell, of Oglesby to McEnery, of Hammond to 
Pinchback, of Koerner to Kellogg, they will 
have the condition of affairs in Louisiana as 
described by Senator Carpenter, and as it in 
fact exists. 

THE GRAIN TRADE.
